Honse Laid With Masonie Cere-

The BDradshaw Shooting.

York, Nun, July 80— |Speelal to the
B, | =The care of the state agalust Chatles
Mutheny for shooting Andeew Doran, near
Bradshaw, was continued in the justice court
al Brudshaw until Angust 8, to enable the
wife of the vietlm to appear and glve her tes-
timony, The prisoner has been brought to
this eity and lodged In the county jall forsafe
keoping. Doran i =till alive and was vis
ted Inst night at his resldence, eleven miles
northwest of this city, by & Brg representa-
tive,  The wounded man is in o precarlous
condition and but little hope 1s expressed of
liis recovery.  The wound is a terrible one,
from whicli he 2 suffering intense paln, The
ball entered about two incnes above the
heart, striking the tourth rib and lodged in
the shoalder blade. Mr. Doran is a wealthy
and highly vespected farmer, and has always
been known as a peaceable man,  The pris-
oner Is o western man, aboat twenty-six
yoars of age, ana a desperate character, if all
accounts are true,  He pluesd no valne what-
ever on human life, and In his eonversa-
tion with his companions dur-
ing the past  year talked  frecly
of shootiug as a pastiine and boasted on be-
a “dead shot,”  The eause of the diffienlty
was o ditterence between the men of 88 on
an pecount, and Matheny frealy threate ned
that he would have that or take Mr. Doran’s
lite, No one pald any attention to these
threats, supposing he would not resort to
murder to foree his elalm,  After ulrln‘g to
Bradshaw to give himself up, he admitted
evarything conneeted with the case, even o
shooting at Mrs. Doran ns she was I'I‘yiuu
from the house in search of help. i adinis-
sion tothe ofticers and others at Bradshaw
would hang him without further testimony
in case of Mr, Doran’s deatll, Seott & Gilbert,
of this place, were telegraphed for and re-
tained to defend him. I1the statements  so
far wmade are to the effect that he shot to kil
aud expressed sorrow that his shiot was not
more effectunl.  The Buk man met a laree
erowd of York county’s best eitizens at Mr,
Doran’s who were very sorry that they  had
not lynehed the lend beford He got to” Brad-
shaw, All agree that his assault (should it
terminate in deatli) to be an unprovoked,
cold blooded murder, without any extenuat-
Ing elrcumstanees whatever. A rumor was
cireulated at Bradshaw last night to the effect
that he wus aboutto be admitted to bail. Had
thls proved true, aSarge crowd of  quiet, de-
termined men were on hand, who declared
that he would never leave the town alive in
the event of his belng bailed.
